Louis, visiting places in which mod- 
ern electrical units 
have recently 


•liccn installed. 


The future fuel 
for 
generating 


electricity will no doubt be oil, and 
several of these equipments were in- 
spected. Bids submitted here were 
for Iwth coa] and oil burning units. 
The councilmen have not decided de- 
finitely on the equipment to be pur- 
chased here 


As a side issue to the trip, couu- 


cihuen looked up rates charged for 
electricity in Illinois communities, 
and were astounished to find that 
rates, both for domestic users and 
for power, were much in excess of 
the rates charged here. 


Fire equipment in 
other cities 


was also looked over, and the coun- 
eilmeii returned home with a. feeling 
that Itushville was away out in front 
of most, cities several times larger, 
both in electrical equipment and fire 
protection.
